@h, 1809, at Somersby, Engiend 
England’s greatest poet laureate had 
a distinguished career even from his 
school boy days. At Cambridge whee 
20 years of age he won the Chance: 
Jor's medal by a poem in blank verse 
‘entitled Timbuctoo. It was from wnat 
time that his literary career , dates, 
but not till 1842 that his fame began 
to spread. He received the laureate- 
ship in 1850 upon the death of Worda- 
worth aad thereafter hardly a year 
Passed without his adding some gem 
to the English language. 

in 1855 the university. of Oxford 
conferred on him the honorary degree 
of D.C.L., and is 1884 he was raised 
to the peerage as Baron Tennyson f 
Aldworth, Sussex, and Freshwater, 
Tle of Wight. He died in Aldworth 
on October 6th, 1902 and was buried 
inWestmhinster Abbey. ‘ 

The unquestion poetical supremacy 
of Shakespeare in the spacious times 
of great Elizabeth ig also accorded 
to Tennyson in the-Victorian age. 
But Tenryron has another distine- 
tion; his life disproves the notion that 
genius must be erratic, and that che 
artistic temperament must have lic- 
enge to transgress the ordinary rules 
of morality. There are no escapades 
like those of Burns and Byron, Ver- 
laine and Villon, in the story of his 
life... And, though he was not a great 
fimaneinl genius, like Voltgire, that 
Pierpont Morgan of poets, he was 
far from want and starvation, unlike 
Chattertor and Otway, and, lived 
imust of his long life in happy sun- 
shine at his beautiful home oa the 
Isle of Wight. 

His father was a preacher, 
mother a preacher’s daughter, so ae 
wis duly directed on the way he 
should go. But it was a househoid 
where love of ¢he arts went hand tn 
hand with sound morality, afid Tea- 
nyson wrote good verses before ne 
was 14.

How He Got That Pension. 
Perhaps the story of how Tenny- 
son’s pension was secured is in 


amusing and characteristic ag any- 
thing in the life of those who were 
concerned in securing jt—Carlyle and 
Lord Houghton, himself a poet known 
to fume as Richard Monckton Milnes, 
The story. has been told by Wemyss 
Reid, as follows: 

“Richard Milnes,” said Carlyle one 
day, withdrawing \us pipe from his 
mouth as they were seated together 
in the little house in Cheyne Row, 
“when are you going to get that pen- 
sion for Alfred Tennyson?” 

(‘My dear Carlyle,” responded 
Milnes, ‘‘the thing is not ao easy as 
you seem to suppose. What will my 
constituents say if I do get the pen- 
sion for Tennyson? They know noth 
ing about him or his poetry, and they 
will probably think he is some poor 
relation of my own, and that” the 
whole affair is a job.” 

Solemn and emphatic was Carlyle’s 
respdase., “Richard Milnes, on the 
day of judgment, when the Lord asks 
you why you didn’t get that pension 
for Alired Tennyson, it will not do ic 
lay the blame on your constituents; 
it is you that will be damned.” 


Sherida Knowles, the dramatist, 
who wrote “Virginius,” was another 
applicant.

nothing of either, but Lord Hough- 
ton induced him to read Tennyson’s 
“Ulysses” and Tennyson received the 
pension. A 

There was considerable ill-feeling. ot 
the time,and the policy of “subsidizing” 
poets may savor too much of paternal- 
ism to appeal to democratic taste, but 
Tennyeon's work is ample justification in 
his case. So a'so there was much criti- 
cism when he accepted a peerage in 1883 
~after having twice declined it 10 years 
hefore-and Longfellow’s refnsal to ac- 
cept an order from the King of Italy has 
been held up as an example of true po- 
etic independence. There is no reason- 
able argument, however, to show why 
all the titles and emoluments should go 
to empty-headed sycophants or whole- 
saie butchers.

It has been tried with great success 
when big bodies of men, like a regi- 
ment of soldicrs, are being sent in a 
fever country, such as South Africa, 
Its use will largely be confined for 
stich purposes,”

ments have been ¢o successful that 
all the regulars of the army are re- 
quired to be vaccinated against 
typhoid. 

yphoid in old times was known 
as “putrid fever.” It was one of the 
most deadly ‘of human maladies, 
largely because the proper methods 
te adept in dealing with it were not 
yet known, But even today, when 
it kills less than ten per cent. of the 
victims it agsails, it is exceedingly 
destructive, 

Rene Bache, in the Technical 
World Magazine, deseribes the me- 
thod of preparation and use. 

Preparing the Vaccine, 


The “vaecine’’- for typhoid is pre- 
pared by an extremely simple pro- 
cess. A quantity of beef broth is 
made, and, when it has had time to 
cool, a few tphoid bacilli are put 
into it. Finding it. an acceptable 
food, they multiply with great 


rapidity, until, after a:few hours, the 
vesseh of soup contains countless bil- 
lions “of them, They are then kill- 
ed by putting the broth into a sori 
of oven, and heating it to a point 
in the neighborhood of boiling. 
This is the “vaccine” —c coun 
taining the dead bodies of billions of 
typhoid bavilli. It is now ready for 
use, But first, to make perfectly 
sure that all the bacilli are dead, a 
small quantity of the soup is put into 
a fresh bateh of broth, previously 
sterilized by héat. If, on - micro- 
scopic examination, some hours later, 
no Jiving bacilli are found in the 
new broth, it is taken fer granted that 
the stuff is all right, and the soup 
holding the defunct germs is put up 
in little glass tubes. Each tube, 
after being sterilized, receives a cer- 
tain number of drops of the immuniz- 
ing fluid from a machine made for 
the purpose, and is then hermetically 


, con- 


sealed with a glass-blower’s blow- 
pipe. It thus becomes nothing 
more than an elongated bulb of 
glass, with no opening through 


which any microbe can gain admitt- 
ance, 
Injecting the Vaccine, 

When a dose is to be administer- 
ed, the physician simply breaks off 
one end of the tube, draws its con- 
tents into his hypodermie syringe— 
previously —sterilized—and thrusts 
the point of the instrument beneath 
the ekin of the person to be inocn- 
lated.

doubly sure—to make certain, that 
is to say, of “taking’—a second ddse 
is usually administered. The first 
one is of eight drops, representing 
about 500,009,000 bacilli; the seeond 
be fifteen drops, containing 1,000.4 
000,000 bacilli, or thereahouts.
